The tenth re-unlon of the Fifty-sgo0=
ond Penngylvania Volunteerg (infan-
try) was held In this clty yvesterday
and resulted In o gathering from many
places and distances, of several hun-
dred voterans. They were busily
oupled throughout the day and until
& late hour last night,

As the members arrived during the
the morning they reglstered at the
rooms of Lieutenant Ezra Gritin post,
No. 149, G, A. R,, on Lackawanna ave-
nue and made that place their head-
quarters untll noon when lunch was
served In Musle Hall, There the af-
ternoon business sesslon was held and
wns followed by o supper at 6
o'clock, The camp fire, alwaye nn im-
portant yart of a veterans' re-unjon,
wins held In the evening.

In the rooms of Griflin post the sur-
Vivors spent nearly the whole of the
lnter morning hours, seemingly loath
10 miss such a good opportunity for
greetings, talks of war tlme cxper-
lences and homage to Colonel John
. Dodge, of Dodgeville, Mass, the
firat commander of the regiment, and
who, as related In yesterday's Tribune,
arrived here Wednesday afternoon,

Colonel Dodge plainly shows the ef-
fect of years and the infirmities he con-
tracted during the war which have
until now prevented hig presence at
the reunions of the men he command-
ed in the dark days of the Republle,
Compnratively few of the memb
had seen him during the las? thir
five years, He was born In Massachu-
#etls In the the town named for hls
father but In 1850 moved to Willlam-
gport and engaged Iin the lumber bus|-
ness. He was for a time commanid
of the Btate militia and was assistant
inspector  general  under
Packer.

BIT OF HIBTORY,
At the beginning of the war Colonel
Dodge was glven command of the Fir-

ty-second but at Morrls Island

tracted the lameness and many debili-
tles which forced him to retire. The
regiment's first engogement was ot
Falr Oaks, Va. It took part In the
Peninsular campolgn under MeClel-
lan, was one of the most active com-
mands and I8 able to boast of huv-
Ing approached nearer to Richmond

than any regiment,

The reglment re-enlisted Janunry 1
I8, at Morris Island, 8, C.. and has
the pround record of belng under fire
more days than any other reglment
in the United States service during the

eivil war. During the slege of Chor-
leston It was continuously under fire
for more than five hundred davs, a rie.
ord of active gervice that no other or-
Eanization can show,

While in the post rooms Colonel
Dodge was always surrounded by
o group of his men, who recelved
with much satisfactlon the announs
ment that he would lead theny in theiy
short march of two blocks to Musi
Hall. They reanched there about noon
an enjoyed a splendid luneh gervied
by the Womun's Rellef Corps of Grithn
post,

The afternoon business session be-
gan at 2 o'clock. FPresident Major
George K. Lennard, of Wilkes-Barre,
presided. The secretary and trons
H, Q. Miller, of Kingston was present

Aand attended to the duties of his offi
Others on the stage were Colonel
Dodge, and at times several ex-mili-
tary and pagt clvil offivers of the regl-
ment.

Musle Hall had been elaborately and
appropriately decorated Leading from
the central chundeller In the celling
to the top of the gallery posts were
streamers; the nationnl colors, B score
or more of them, were draped In n
semi-cirele along the celling above
the gallery and overhung the windows;
the gallery ralling was concealed by n
continuous draping of red, white and
blue, and two large American fNags
were nrranged as portieres on each side
of the stage.

AN HISTORIC PLAG

The historic flag possessed by the
Fifty-second, thg first United Stlawes
e¢mblem to be placed above Fort Sum-
ter and Charleston, after the war be-
Ban, was consplouously suspended at
the right of the stage. It was faded,
tattered and torn, bul priceless, never-
theless, to the regiment, indivdually
and as a Yody,

When President Lennard oalled the
afternocn meeting to order the follow-
ing survivors and members, many of
them accompanied by thelr wives, had
been  reglstered.

The gavel and an-
vil were designed by Comrade Willlam
MeClave and made up ot the works of
MeClave, Brooks & (Co.,, Beranton, Pa,
The handle of the gavel In doglgned to
represent a contracted or shortened fag
wLUf, Ineluding the speatr point tip, and
Is made up ne follows: The outer half
of the handle consists of the brass sock-
ot and short pleces of tne old fAag stafl
The other helf conslsts of g ferrulo
and spear polnt muade outl of the brass

from one of the shells together with
the wood from the live ouk telegraphn
pole above referred to.

The hend of the gavel 18 also made

from o plece of the sald telegraph pole,
and Is enclreled nenr ecach end with a
hoop or band maile from the brnss frag-

monts of whell, from which the ferrule
and spear point s made,
All the brase parts of the gavel are

polished and niokle plated. and the title
of the association on the socket forming
the outer part of handle,

The wnvil I8 made from the brass
bound fragments of the other ghell nke a
bisey, with a niokle plated cast lron rap-
wing table mounted theéreon,

The brass band of the base of the shell
atlll shows the expanded ribs on gome,
which were made by the spiral grooves of
the rifle gun that hurled the shell on s
dendly moessage.

The gavel and anvil were In evl-
dence on the president’s table. The
anvil shows the brass reinforelng of
the rebel shell, The brass and the
ridges prove the ownership of the rifled
cannon from which the shell was fired,
ag lead was usged In reinforeing the
Unlon shells.

The latter had to
catch a train for home and wished just
a word from Colonel Dodge, who sald
that while he was prepared to only
speak at the banquet, the reception he
had recelved was enough to make a
dumb man speak, but he would resist
the temptation to do other than rise
and ackunowledge Captaln Rush's re-
quest, A moment later Captain Rush
wus onlled wpon, but he had Jeft the
hall,

In.all the history of vorpses nothe
Ing 5o contrary to the etlquetie of de-
funct bodles s on record, Bupposed
dead nerdons have come to life be-
fove, but usually, If not always, In a
decent and orderly way, There had
bean no slnging attending the transi-
tion from death to life; the proprieties
had not been disturbed.
